Samuel 
Rowe ‘will be chairman of the Cuca- 
monga district unit; B. F. Campbell, 
the Upland unit, and A. I. Peterson, 
‘ex-commander of the American Le- 
gion, the Ontario unit. Names of 
‘the committee chairmen in other 
communities will be announced next 
week, Judge Warmer said. 

The community units will assist 
‘tthe juvenile court authorities and 
probation officer in correcting chil- 
dren known to be nearing oon 
quency, according to the

HAS POMONA AN 
ULTERIOR MOTIVE? 


Smoldering embers of the ancient 
Ontario and Pomona’ water feud 
broke into flames before the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday when City 
Attorney E. H. Joliffe of Ontario 
made the direct charge that behind 
the proposed storm water protection 
district for San Antonio Creek, the 
source of artesian and surface water 
for Pomona, Ontario, Upland and a 
portion of Chino, is a plan of Pomona 
interests to secure addition water at 
the expense of Ontario. 

To give Ontario and Upland resi- 
dents further opportunity to go into 
the matter the hearing was contin- 
ued until May 8 at 1:30 o'clock. 

The board was in session to hear 
the pretests of various interests in 
Upland and Ontario against the 
boundaries of the proposed district. 

The real oppogition to the project, 
although hinted in various  com- 
ments, did not appear in the pro- 
tests until mention was made of the 
fact that the Pomona Valley Protec 
tive Association would support the 
project because of the water conser- 
vation features of the big project. 

It was then that Mr. Joliffe made 
the allegation that Pomona is very 
much interested in the project.

OREGON’S OCEAN BED 





Scientific societies are beginning 
to pay a good deal of attention to 
central Oregon's great ocean bed, dry 
now for many thousands of years 
(says the Portland Oregonian). Dur- 
ing the past year fully a dozen ex- 
peditions visited the huge inland sea 
that extended over hundreds of 
square miles on the upper reaches of 
the Crooked River.
